the celebrated Dr. Bellyse; namely, Sir John Egertan's Astbury, 4 ysars old, 8 
stone C pounds—Mr. Mytiou’s Handel, 4 years old, 7 siouo II pounds—Sir Wil- 
lium Wynne's Tnragon, 4 years old, 8 store—Sir Thomos Stanley s Cedric, 3 
years old, li stone 13 pounds.

such. After the second heal, Mr. Littleton, who was steward, requested the 
Doctor and two other gentlemen to look steadfastly ut the horses, and try to de¬ 
cide in favor of one ol them, but it was impossible to do so. In ihe tkiid dead 
heat, Taragon and Handel I ad struggled with each other till tin y reeled about 
like drunken men, und could Kcaiccly carry their riders to the scales. Asiburv. 
who had laid by tiber the first beat, then came out and won; und it is generally 
lielieved the annals of the turf cannot produce such a contest ns ibis. So much 
fur a good handicap, formed on a thorough knowledge of the horses, their ages, 
und the.r public running. 

Taking into consideration the immense sums of mom y run fi r by Endish race¬ 
horses. the persons that ride them form nn important branch ot soeftty; and 
although the term “jockey " is often used in a metaphorical sense, in allusion to 
the unfair dealings id men, yet there sver have been, and now ate, jockeys of 
high aioral character, whom nothing would induce to do wrong. Independently 
of trustworthiness, their uvocation requires a union of the following not every¬ 
day qualificationsconsiderable bodily power in a very small compass; much 
personul intrepidity ;—u kind of habitual insensibility to provocation, bordering 
upon nputliy, which nn efforts of an opponent—in a race—cun get the better of; 
and on habitual check upon the tongue. Exclusive of the peril writh which the 
actual race is attended, Ins profession lays a heavy tax on the constitution. Th* 
jockey must not only at times work hard, but, uie linnhstof all tusks—he must 
work upon nn empty stomach. During his preparation for the rare, he must 
have the abstinence of an Asiatic—indeed., it too often happess tliut at.meals lie 
can only be a spectator—we mean during the period of his wasting. To sum up 
all—be lias to work Imrd, and deprive Inmscll of every com tort, risking Ins neck 
into the bargain, anil fur what?—Why, for five guineas if lie wins, and three if 
he loses a race. The bum us Pratt, the jockey of the ao less famous little Gim- 
crnck, (of w hom, man and horse, there is a fine portrait, by StuLLs.l rode eleven 
races over the Beacon Course in one duy, making, with returning to the post on 
his hack, a distance of eighty-eight milts in his saddle. 

Of course we must goto Newmarket for the elite of this fraternity, and this 
reminds us that Francis Buckle is not there. He is in his grave; but he kn& lift 
behind him not merely an cxomple for all young jockeys to lollow, but pmoftliat 
honesty is tlieliest policy, for he died in the esteem f»t nil the raring world, and 
in the possession of a eomli.rtuhlc independence, acquired by his profession. 
What tin- Greek said of Fwlrictus might be‘said of him—thui it would have 
been as difficult to have turned the sun from its course, ns to have turned him 
from ids duly ; and having said this, wc should like to say u bale more of Inin 
He was the son of a saddler, at N«wn urkcl— nr. wonder he was so good on the 
saddlt—anil comiatnctd in the laic liotioinble Rii hard Vernon's stubles at a very 
e.irly age. He rode the winners of five Cetby, seven Oaks, and two St. Legcr 
stakes, I cmiIcr, to use his own w ords, " Ou st ol the good things ul Surviatkel," 
in Ins time; bm it was in lMh2th.it he so greutly distinguished himself at Ep¬ 
som by taking long odds, that he won both Derby and Oaks, i n what were eon- 
shir red very unlikely horses to win either.

When the weather is favorable, th.-y coirniencr a | 
course of physic, consisting of three doses, at nn interval of nlxi'ii right tiny* 
lietween each. A vast alteration has taken place in the strength of the dost * 
given, mid consequently, accidents from physic now more rarely oeenr. Eight 
draahms of Barhndoes aims form the largest dose at present given longed horses, 
with six and a half to f»ur-year olds, six to three-year olds, five to two-year olds, 
ami fr. m three to four lo yearling* After physic—and after Christmas—they i 
begin to do rather better work, and in about two mouths before their first engage- ' 
nient comes on, thry commence their regular sweats—the distance generally four 
miles. Afo-r their last sweat, the jockeys w ho arc to ride them generally give 
them a good gt.llop, by way of feeling their mouths and rousing them, for they 
are apt to become shifty, ns it is termed, w ith the boys, who have nut sufficient 
power over them. The act *f sweating the race-horse is always a course of 
anxiety to hi* trainer, and particularly so on the eve of a great race, for which 
he may b» « favorite. The great weight of clothes with which lie is laden is 
always dangerous and often tatallo his legs, and there is generally a spy utlimul 
to ascertain whether he pulls up sound or lame. Some nonsense has been writ- 
itm by th* author of a late w*erk, (Scott’s Field Sports,) about omitting sweating 
in the process of training; but what would the Chifneys sny to this] They 
are acknowledged pre-eminent in the art, but they are also acknowledged to lie 
very severe with their lioiscs in their work,—and, without sweating them in 
slothes, they would find it necessary to be much more so than they are. It is 
quite certain that horses cannot race without doing severe work—but the main 
|H.«nt to be attended to is, not to hurry them in their work. As to resting them 
for many weeks at a time, ns wns formerly the case, that practice is now entirely 
exploded amongst all superior judges, and experience has proved, that not only 
the racc-horse, but tlit hunter, is best for being kept going, the year round—ut 
times, gently, of course. With each, ns with man, idleness is the porentof mis¬ 
fortune. 

Thucydides says of Theniistocles, that lie was a good guesscr of the future by 
the past; but this will not do in raring; and not only prudence, lint justice to- 
wsnls tha public demands that a racc-horse should br tried at different periods of 
his training. The first great point is obviously toasccrtsin the maximum speed, 
and the ne*i *„ discover how that is affected by weight: but here there are dilii- 
culties against which tiu can provide, and which, when the best inten¬ 

tions have been acted upon, have led to false conclusions. The horse may not 
be quite up to bis mark on the day of trial—or the horse, or horses, with which 
he it tried, may not he. so: the nature of the ground, and the manner of running 
it, may likewise not be suited to his capabilities or his action, and the trial and 
his race may be very differently nn. Chifney, in his Genius Genuine, suys, the 
race-horse Magpie wns a hundred and fifty or two hundtrd yards a better horse 
some days than others, ill the distance of two miles! Tircsias won the Derby 
for the Duke of Portland in a canter, to the ruin of many of the betting men, 
who thought his chance wns gone from his previous trial with Snake, who bent 
him with much ease It afterwards came out, that his Iieing beaten at the trial 
had been owing to tbe incapacity of the boy who rode him—and be wns a bad 
horse to ride: indeed, we remember his inking old Clift, his jockey, nearly into 
Epsom town liefore he could pull him up, after winning the rnce. We are com¬ 
pelled, however, to observe, thnt much deception in late years lias been resorted 
to, by false accounts of trials, and thereby making horses favorites for the great 
stakes—as in the instances of Panic, Premier, Swap, the General, Prince Llewel¬ 
lyn, and others—seme of whom were found to be as bad as they had been repre¬ 
sented to be good. But the trial of trials took place many years back at New¬ 
market, in the time of George I. A match wns made between the notorious 
Tregonwell Framnton and Sir W. Strickland, to run two horses over Newmar¬ 
ket for a considerable sum of money ; and the betting was heavy between the 
north and south country snortsmen on the event. After Sir W. Strickland’s horse 
had been a short time at Newmarket, Frampton’s groom, with the knowledge of 
his master, endeavored to inducc.jhf baronet’s groom to have a private trial, at 
the might* „r»a .t^iunce Of the m/rrch, and thus to make the race safe. Sir Wil¬ 
liam s man had the honesty to inform his master of the proposal, when he ordered 
hun to accept it, but to Ik: sure to deceive the other by putting seven pounds more 
weight in the stuffing of his own saddle. Pram plan's groom had already done 
the same thing, and in lh* tria Merlin, Sir William’s Wse, beat hisoppon-nt 
about a length. “Now,’ said Frampton to hia satellite, “ my fortune is made 
and so is yours; if our horse can run so ntnr Merlin with seven pounds extra’ 
jpfcat will be do tn the race 7” The belting became immense. The south-coun¬ 
try turfites, who had been let into the secret by Frampton, told thoee from the 
north, that" they would bet them gold against Merlin while gold they had, and 
then tliey might sell their land.” Both horses came well to the post, and of course 
the race came off like the trial. 


The Jockey Club law is very strict as to trials at Newmarket, notice Iieing ob¬ 
liged to be given to the keeper of the trial-boek within one hour after tlie Itorses 
have been tried, enforced by a penalty of £10 for neglecting it; and any person 
delected watching a trial is also severely dealt with. Netherihelsss, formerly, 
watching trials was a trade at Newmarket, nor is it quite done away with at the 
present day; though wc have reason to believe thnt the bettor who should trust 
much to information obtained by such means would very soon breakdown. It 
often happens that the jockeys who ride trials know nothing of thr result beyond 
the fact of which horses run fastest, as they arc kept in ignorance of the weight 
toey carry—n good load of shot being frequently concealed in the stuffing nf their 
saddle*

He was a masterof bounds, 
a breeder of greyhounds, fighting cocks, and bull-bogs (proIt pudnr!), and always 
celebrated for his hacks. In the language of the snul book, his firt-l wife had no

chose her ns he would a rare horse, for she was not only very handsome, but very 
good.” He left three sons, who ure comfortably and respectably settled in life— 
one a soticiuu, one a druggist, end the other a brewer. “Young Buckle” is bis 
nephew, and considered a tuir jockey, though he does not ride so often as his un¬ 
cle wns called upon to do. But Frank Buckles are scarce. 

The present Samuel Chifney presents the beau ideal of a jockey* elegance of 
sent, perfection of Imnd, judgment of pace all united, and power in his saddle be¬ 
yond any man of hut weight tliut ever yet sat in one. It is scurcely ne essary 
to add, that hr. is son of the late celebrated jockey of his name, by the daughter 
of a training groom, consequently well bred for his profession, to which he is a 
first-rate ornament Such a rider as James Robinson may slip hint, but no man 
can struggle with him at the end, and his efforts in the saddle, during tlie last few 
strides of his horse, arc quite without example. They arc, however, peculiari¬ 
ties In his riding. Excellent judge as he is of what his own horse und others are 
doing in u race, and it. a crowded one too, he is averse to making running, some¬ 
times even to u fault. Let whatever nuinlicr of horses start, Chifney is almost 
certain to be among the last until towards th•• entl of the race, when he creep# up 
to bis brother jockey* in a manner peculiarly his own. But ft is in the nishtss 
make* at the finish that he is sopre eminent, exhibiting, as we said before, pow¬ 
ers unexampled by any one. His riding liisown liorte, Zi»ganpe,t for the Claret 
Stakes (Craven meeting, 182H), was a fine spec i men of his style, when contend¬ 
ing against But klc and Junics Robinson, and winning to the astonishment of the 
field. In height, he is about five feet seven, rather tall for a jockey and r.ot a good 
waster. In met lie is subject to much punishment to get to the Derby weight. 
Samuel docs not ride often, but whenever he doca, his horse rises in the market, 
a* was the case with bis father liefore him nt one period of his life. 

Some nnccdotrs ore related of Chifney, confirming l.is great coolness in a race, 
and among others the following:— Observing a young jockey (a son of '.he cele¬ 
brated Clift) making very much too free with hi* horse, he addressed him thus': 
“ Where are you going, boy? Stay with me, and you’ll be second." The bay 
drew back bis horse, and a fine race ensued, but when it canie to a struggle, we 
need not say who won it. Chi ney's method of finishing his race is tlie general 
tliemcof admiration on the turf. “ Suppose,” says he, “a man bad been carry- 
a stone, too henvy to lie pleasant, in one hand, would he not find much ease by 
shifting it into the other? Thus, after a jockey has been riding oVer his hone's 
tore legs for a couple of miles, must it not lie a great relief to him when he sits 
back in his suddle, und, ns it were, divides the weight more equally 7 But cau¬ 
tion is required,” he adds, “ to preserve a due equilibrium, so as not to disturb the 
action of a tired horse.” Without doubt, this celebrated performer imbibed many 
excellent lessons from his father, but he is considered to be the more powerful 
jockey of the two. 

Janies Robinson, also the son of a training groom, is a jockey of tlie higliest 
celebrity, and, ns fnr as the art of horsemanship extends, considered the safest 
rltler of n race of the present day. He may owe much of this celebrity to his 
having, when " boy, had the advantage ot being in the stables of Mr. Robson, 
the chtcf of the Ncwmaricct trainers, ami riding many of the trials ef his exten¬ 
sive and prosperous studs. When we state that such a rider as Robinson iacon- 
stdered equal to the allowance of three rounds weight to his horse, we can ac¬ 
count for his having been employed by the first sportsmen of the day. It is sup- 
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posed that he has ridden the winners of more great races than any jockey of his I a distinct subject of study; and perhaps the existence oi the Newmarket stable- 
time.

William Clift is next entitled to nonce, as one of '.lie obbst, the meidies*, and 
best of tlie Newmurkei joekt.s, nuj fumed for riding trials, but lie lias taken leave 
of the saddle. Wtllia.it Aruull, who has ridden for most of the great sportsmen 
of the day, has long been in esteem at Newmarket, and considered particularly 
to excel in matches, tie lias been much afflicted with gout, but when well, is a 
fine rider, and steady and honest, as his father was before him. Being occasion¬ 
ally called upon u> waste, lie feels the inconvenience of his disorder, and the fol¬ 
lowing anecdote is related of him. Mocting un itinerant piper towards the end 
of a long and painftil walk,—“ Well, old boy," said he, “ I have heard that music 
sheers the weary soldier; why should it not enliven tire wnst ing jockey ? Come, 
play n tune, and walk before me to Newmarket.’’ Perhaps lie Imd been r ailing 
the Mourning Brule. 

“ A good name is as a precious ointment,’’ anil by uniform correct conduct in 
the saddle, as well as in the stable, John Day—a very celebrated jockey—lias 
acquired that of 11 honest John.' The endowments of nature arc not always 
hereditary, and well for our hero that they are not, for lie is the son of n iii.m 
who weighed twenty stone, whereas lie himself can ride seven! His winning

Albany. 

Prom the Albany Evening Journal. 

Theatric *i. Row.—Our theatre w as the scene of considerable excitement last 
evenin'’. The difficulty grew out of a determination on the part of the friends 
of Daniil O'Connell, to put down Master Burke, w hose father, w hile in England, 
had written a violent letter against that Reformer. 

The house was tolerubly well filled when tlie curtain rose. In the first scene 
of Romeo, Master Burke was kindly received. In tin second, there were a few 
hisses. These, us the piny progressed, increased in titlin’ er and in noise, until, 
before tlie conclusion of the fiist act, all was confusion and uproar 

Master Burke then appeared in front of the stage, evidently desirous of ad¬ 
dressing the audience, but was driven off by hisses and low ling 

Mr. Blake, the manager, then appeared, and order was restored He said — 

“ It is r vident that Musu r Burke has incurred the displeasure of a portion of the 
audience. Ha is utterly unconscious of having done wrong. May I inquire 
what is his offence?" 

" He must disavow the sentiments of his father,” said a person in the boxes 
His father abused Daniel O’Connell,” said another. 

This increased the tumult, amid which Dr. Burke, who was in the front lx»x, 
rose and at tempted to s|x-ak; but his voice, though a loud one, could scarcely be 
raised above the din. We heard him, Imwever, reiterate his charges against 
O’Connell, and denounce those who abused his Iwy as co wants and scoundrels. 

This added fuel to the flame. “Turn out the'old Tory”—“Clear out old 
Burke”—“ He is s disgrace to bis country,” Ac. 

As Dr. Burke's presence was evidently one cause of the disorder, he was in¬ 
duced to witlalraw, under an exjiectaiinn that quiet would lie restored. The 
curtain rose, and Romeo and Juliet appeared in the balcony scene; but they were 
again assailed with hisses and hootmgs, the discontents in the interim having 
augmented their numbers. The shouts came from the pit, boxes, und gallery. 
The play proceeded lor some time in dumb show, when the curtain fell, and Air. 
Blake came forward, and addressed tlie audience substantially as follows:— 

" It would be affectation to pretend ignorance of the cause of this disorder. 
Dr. Burke, the father of this lx>y, while in England, w rote a letter which is of¬ 
fensive to a portion of the audience. Master Burke himself is innocent of tlmi 
and every other offence, indeed I may say, that to all tile vices ot manhood this 
boy is a stranger. Will you, then, visit the alleged misconduct of the father 
upon the innocent boy 1” 

“ No,” “ no,” “ no,” was the reply of three fourths of the audience. 

Mr. Blake then said that Musti-r Burke was desirous of addressing the audi¬ 
ence. This wos resisted for some time, but order was finally restored, when he 
came forward and expressed his regret to find himself obnoxious tothe citizens of 
Albany, where he had always been treated with so much kindness. He had 
never given intentional offence to that or any other audience. 

Mr. John T. Maher, from the boxes, said, “Your father has abused O’Con¬ 
nell.” 

Mr. Peter C. Doyle called upon him to “disclaim the sentiments of his 
fat her.” 

Master Burke replied that he had taken no part in politics; that he had neither 
formed not expressed any political opinions; that his mind had been occupied 
with other atudira; that he was too young to meddle with politics; and that he 
ought not to be held accountable for the sentiments expressed by others. 

With this many of the discontents seemed satisfied, but as others continued 
the noise, the play could not go on. 

At this point tlie friends of Master Burke lost patience at what they deemed 
the injustice of his opponents, and went to work to clear the House. Here, for a 
short time things looked blue. A general fight seemed inevitable. The leading 
discontents were seized, dragged fromtlicboxes, and out of the Tlieatre. 

At this moment the discontents in tlie Pit attempted to scale the Boxes, but 
they were all forced bock. Having ejected the leading discontents from the 
Theatre, order was restored, and the curtain went up. Master Burke on his re¬ 
appearance was received with six cheers and a deafening round of applause; af¬ 
ter which all passed off quietly. 

The cause of the affray was this: Mr. O’Connell wrote a letter in which he 
denounced the Americans in terms that we need not repeat. Dr. Burke, who 
was then in England, look up the cudgels for his adopted country, and denounced 
O’Connell in terms equally abusive..

Both subjects are shamefully over- 
looked, or slovenly attended to, by young scholars, though a familiar acquaint¬ 
ance with both is indispensable to the right knowledge of classical literature. 
As to the Historical Index, we would rather the student should use the learned 
Editor's own edition of Lcntpriere. There is a sufficient interest in tlie subject 
lo attract students to the more simple details of Lempriere, which cannot be said 
of lire subjects of the other indexes. This edition is handsomely and subetan- j 
tially bound. 

We also must apologize for omitting to remark upon the first volume of Da- < 
vis's “ Life ot Aaron Burr."

The Horse—An Ini ident.— it I* remarkable that a horse will seldom tread 
upon a prostrate l»ody in its path. Either from feelings of compassion (and even 
a horse is accessible to such feelings, though some men are not), or from fear, a 
horse will studiously avoid inflicting injury on one thus exposed, unless excited 
by the spirit of comoat. In the latter cose lie becomes almost resistless. All his 
energies arc bent on destruction, and he iramplesdnwn opposing squadrons as he 
would the gruss Itcneaih his (eet. These reflections are drawn from us by an in¬ 
cident which occurred on Tuesday afternoon, almost within our sight. As the 
Germantown stage, drawn by four horses, was passing along Third Street, above 
Willow, a small child endeavored to cross the street in advance of the lenders, 
apparently without observing the dangerous proximity of the latter. One of 
the lending horses appeared lo appreciate the situation of the infant, and made 
every effort to avoid coming in contact with it. He swerved from the direct line 
as far as be could, and endeavored lo pass it, hut being brought up by the rein, 
was forced against, and prostrated the child. The instant the latter fell, he 
stopped as if to allow it toeaeape; but being driven forward by the hinder liorscs 
und the impetus of the vehicle, lie reared lumself on his hind legs, anti with one 
bound cleared the body. In doing this, aither from design or accident, he threw 
tlie child, with hind foot, out of the track, so that when the heavy carriage passed 
on it did not run over it. This may be instinct, but it looks to us marvellously 
like reason and feeling. Pennsylvania Sentinel 

Anecdote or an English Sailor.—T he following is narrated in Captain 
Brenlon’s Naval History:—A British sailor who had both his legs shot off while 
the Minerva lay under the fire of the battery at Cherbourg, in 1803, was carried 
to the cockpit.

Being told that the 
ship was off the shoal, and would soon be clear of the forts—" Then d—n the 
legs l” exclaimed the poor fellow, and, taking his krife from his pocket, he cut 
tlie remaining muscles which attached them to him, and joined in the cheers with 
the rest of his comrades. When the ship was taken, he was placed in the boat 
to be conveyed to the hospital; but, determined not to outlive tne loss of liberty, 
he slacked liis tourniquets, and bled lo death.

Dear Sir, It has been stated, upon authority believed to be true, that Cetus 
was sold to his owners, the importers, at a higher price than any horse haacost 
that has been introduced into this country. This has been questioned, by one 
who, however, regards the cost, in England, of our imported horses, as rather an 
unimportant consideration. Because itso happened that Diomed, the best colt of 
his year, winner of the Derby, See., beating all competitors, until he had trained 
off, had become unfusliionable, unable to compete with Sir Peter, John Bull, Ac. 
in the Stud; and was sold for a hogshead of Tobacco, or so, (or the proceeds ra¬ 
ther) and became tlie best stallion in the United States, superior to those imported 
at higher cost,—it docs not follow that such an ext raordinfey event is likely to 
again occur. Since Diomed’s importation, it has been shown that his Stock has 
readied the highest celebrity in England, numbering among its numerous de¬ 
scendants there, those of Sorcerer, Eleanor, Sir Oliver, &c.-cmbracing in the 
brilliant catalogue Conms, Phantom, Muley, Priam, and the Derby and Leger 
winners of the present year, Bay Middleton and Elis, Ac. Ac. The two crack* 
of England, Bay Middleton and Elis, bothnf which unite the blood of Diomed 
and Buzzard, are regarded as something extraordinary—nearly, if not quite, 
second Priam*. Both Elis’s sire and darn ure collaterally descended from Dio^ 
med. It is a little singular that Bay Middleton should be descended from those 
two renowned conlempoiaries and competitors, Eleanor and Penelope, the two 
best race or brood mares of their or any day.

Mingu 
was out of B.iy Bet by Rattler, Eclipse bis sire. Or, by Eclipse, dam Bay Bei 
by Rattler—imp. Clitdeii, Ac. The line supplies the passage “umI of the mare 
by" imp. Cliftm. " Brevity is" not only " the soul of wit," but is often more in¬ 
telligible lliun much verbiage.

ALDERMAN PURDY, AND Mr. RANDOLPH. 

In our remarks relative to Alderman Purdy, two weeks since, we for«ot !• 
state hi* age. He was in his G2d year when lie died, und consequently xvas 49 
when lie rode Eclipse. The “ Express" has the nnni-xed article upon tlxe subj.-ot 
of the race :— 

Mr. Randolph in one of his greatest efforts in ('engross and when he was di¬ 
gressing at every point, In attack or applaud some one who had provoked hia 
censure or won his approbation, and was dealing out his biting sarcasm* on the 
people of the North w ith a profusion unusual even to him, delivered an culogium 
upon an individual latxly deceased, to the following effect ; 

Mr. Speaker: I pass from the great men, 11 as they arc pleased to call them 
selves," cf the Northern tribes—and, digressing even further from the particular 
objee.t of my speech, call the utttnlion of the House to a man, who knows, ia 
his vocation, no superior. He bus not, sir, " split the ears of the groundlings ' 
in this hall, a panorama of human life, or, in (lie theatre, the mock representa¬ 
tive of man’s lollies and woman’s weakness, drawn down the applause of the 
galleries, by " tearing a passion to pieces," as we see and hear every day, or 
rather night, in the play houses of this country. No, Sii. The man of wLunx 
I speak, was the last and only hope of the north in a struggle betwean it and the 
south, where pride and skill were at stake. I was opposed to hint; I joined in 
the general wish of every true son of the South that his great knowledge of his 
vacation should fail him. But wa were all doomed to sad disappointment. I be¬ 
lieve we loti by ths absence on the occasion of one of Virginiu s best sons, who 
had a “ rascally ague" at the time. I apeak, sir, of Samuel Purdy, the rider of 
Eclipse ! Had you witnessed the exultation of the South when Henry caRt 
out ahead, on the first heat of that memorable contest, you might form some idea 
of the consternation which prevailed in our ranks when it waa announced that 
Samuel Purdy was tn ride Eclipse the next heat. The breathleaa anxiety and 
silence with which we eyed him, as he threw his Ice over the noble animal, were 
only broken by the murmuring applause with which the adverse party greeted 
his appearance. The skill of tne Virginia rider waa undoubted, but it required 
something more than human to conqieia successfully with Samuel Purdy. The 
horses went off from the score, and as all the world knows, Eclipse won. The 
renown of the performance of that day, will go down with the history of civil¬ 
ized society, and transmit the name of Samuel Purdy ai the most skillful of joc 
keys to the latest posterity. 

Mr. Randolph took prodigious interest in the Race; ha was excited as almost 
every person present was, to an astonishing degree. By accident, we happen¬ 
ed to stand within a few feet where stood tlie Hon. Rufus King and Mr. Ran¬ 
dolph. When Sir Henry had beaten Eclipse in the 1st heat, and had come in 
ahead on both the first and second round of the second, it wns a despairing mo¬ 
ment, and all waa breathless silence, even in a crowd where more than o hun¬ 
dred thousand persons were spectators, the slightest noise could be beard, and at 
this particular juncture the hones were hidden by a knoll, Mr. Randolph cri»d 
out in his shrill voice, to Gen. Winn, of Virginia, who stood in a better posi¬ 
tion, *• Which horse i* abend now, Gen. Winn to which a reply wasciven, 
in a stentorian voice, " Mr. Randolph, Eclipse has passed Henry "—"Then/ 
cried out Mr. R., “ we have lost the race, by G—d.” These emphatic words 
were heard by the multitude, and deafening shouts rent the air.
